In our ſubſequent Diſcourſe, we do-in many places, if net 
in moſt, treat largely of thoſe Effet depending ffom the In- 
fluence of Saturn and Jupiter, and w; Jupirer and Mars 3 
being indeed the moſt material ſubje#s of the whole year 
enſuing. 

"Ml our Diſcourſe with the ſame candour and affeti- 
on we write it; for if we have diſcovered, that the ſe- 
veral Configurations of Heaven incline the wills of men in 
thi year unto diſobedience of their Superiours, to contrive 
Fattions, to ſow the ſeeds of Divifion and Diſcord an 
many of his Majefties Subjets, do thou, we ſay, be adviſed 
and beware, left Fudgment follow thy folly quickly D 
England hath many Enemies in foreign parts, let us not then 
that are Natives thereof , be inflrumental to difturb the 
tranquillity of it, and ſo procure the cauſe of onr own miſery, 
Þf in all our expertences of former times, we could ever have

obſerved, that thoſe who ſo. eagerly and floutly pretended 
for Laws and Conſcience , had been greater Saints than 
others, we ſhould have ſaid nothing at preſent, bunt buried 
our thoughts in ſilence, we ſay, and we know it to be true, 
that formerly Religion was only pretended, but nat intended, 
when ſome turbulent Spirits made theſe Fattions, Mutinies 
in the days of yoare. We-profeſs, we juftly fear from the 


Influences of the Heavenly bedies, ſuch like pretences and - 


attions are hatching near theſe times, though aſſuredly the 
effes will not anſwer in ſucceſs, but the contrary, viz. the 
deftruftion and confuſion of the Contrivers, and their many 
buſie Adherents. Some maliciouſly will exclaim againſt us, 
not crediting any thing we write; Aſtrorum indicia deri- 
dentes, deriding our Aftral Prediftions, of whom we might 
ſay : Ii beſtiales exiſtunr, & ranquam bruta ſe regunt, 
omnia caſualirer facientes : theſe we account no better 
than beaſts, ating all their matters by chance, or believing 
all things caſually ts happen. To theſe we anſaer, Si aſtra 
non influunt, cur modo per altum, modo-per latum, 
modo per diverſum feruntur ? If the Stars have no In- 
fluence, why are they ſeen ſometimes very high, and far 
from us, ſometimes very low, or nearer us, and diverſly at 
othor times in their motions and variation. The great God of 
Nature g5v:7ns all things in Order, though man by reaſon of 
his natur:/ corruption percetveth it not.

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A {trological Fudements 
For the Tear 1672.

E intend by Gods permiſſion in this ſubſe- 
quent Diſcourſe, to write of thoſe Con- 
cernments, which may rationally be de- 
rived from the ſeveral Oppofitions of $g- 
turn and Fupiter, and of ſuch effects as are from them to 
be expected, and their Influence. And the reaſon is, 
becauſe as their motion is ſlow , ſo alſo thoſe operations 
or influences proceeding from thence, are more power- 
ful and more efficacious, majoreſqz (F diuturniores muta-« 
tiones 1mprimunt, imprinting and denoting both greater 
and longer lafting mutations or alterations 3 nor indeed 


' do theſe att what is ſignified, but in time, and ſo, that 


nor always preſently, or ina few months or years, their 
ſgnificartions are apparent, but ſome ſooner, ſome later, 
and therefore we ought to obſerve in what year ſuch 
Aipects happen, and whethcr they ſignifie good or evil, 
and accordingly frame our Judgment, 

Bur we muſt fir{t premiſe, that the laſt minor Conjun- 
Qion of Satarn and Fupiter was celebrated according to 
the exact Calculation of Vincent Wing, the 10. day of 
Oftober 1663. being Szturday in 13/ degrees, and 32/ of 
Sagitarius, a Kingly Sign : both Eichſtadins and Arg:ll 40 
make the ConjunRion to be in 13. degrees and $g1' of 
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$egitarius upon the 1 2.0f Oftober of the ſame year ; theſe 
famous men do all agrec and eoncur in the degree, only 
differ in a few minutes ; but the degree only is ſuthci- 
ent for our intention art this time : for it is now amongſt 
the moſt exa& and moſt learned Aſtronomers of this 
Age, and alſo formerly of ſuch as preceded this Age, 
maimained and held for truth, that in regard of the flow 
motion of Saturnand Fupiter, it is and was impoſſible to 
obſerve their true ConjunRions or Oppoſitions in mi- 
nures and ſeconds, of which opinion that moſt learned 
Knight, Sir Chriftopher Heydon was, and lopg before him 
that famous Perſon Cardanus: We 'do believe that the 
ConjunRion of Saturn and Fupiter at the return of them 
into the fiery Tripliciry 9. Decemb. 1603. was the moſt 
exaQly performed by the diligence and large inftrymerr 
made purpoſely for that ConjunRion by Sir Chriftopher 
Heydon Knight, of any either before or fince, Of all 
thoſe Tables yet extant, thoſe of the profound Kepler 
ſeem to challenge preheminency, and are accounted the 
moſt cerrain. Put ro our firſt purpoſe : in the month 
of Oftober 1671. and 25. day thereof, Saturn and Fupiter 
came to their firſt Oppoſition ; Saturn R. in 13. degrees 


of Piſces, and 11/ min Fupiter in 13. deg. 11. min, of 


Virgo, Sol then in Trine to Saturn, and Sextil of Fupiter. 
A ſecond Oppoſition of theſe two Superiours will be 
the 15. of Fanuary ſucceeding, viz. 167;. Saturn in 17, 
Piſces, Saturn in 19. Virgo Retrograde : a third Oppoſi- 
rion of theſe two Planets will be 12, September 1672, 
Saturn Retrograde in 29, degrees of Piſces, and Zupiter 
in 29, deg. of Virgo: there will be two more Oppoſitions 
of Saturn and Fupiter in the year 1673. one the 20. of 
April, the laſt will be Auguft the 6. both theſe are Mina- 
rory and Monitory unto many great Potentates of 


Europe. 

* = wult ; let who will write of their effe&ts, of 
theſe and their effe&ts, which are like to be wonderful, 
in ths preſent Treatiſe we ſay nothing. We with _ 
| al 
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all perſons of what degree foever, repentarice of former 
fins, and amendmenr of life for the future : for fith 
now, it 15 the year 1692, and ſo one hundred years 
from that new Stars appearance in Caffiopeis, obſerved 
ſo exaQtly the learned Tcho ; which Star, as it was vifi- 
ble and appeared above rhe Orbs ef the Planers, ſo it is 
manifeſt the predi&ion ifluing from it, do not only con- 
cern one particular Trad of Land, but all the Nations of 
the World ; and therefore it is the longer before the 
effe& have beendeclared by ſucceeding events, For 
as this Star appeared in the higheft Heavens, to the view 
of the whole World, ſo it may be conjeRured, that 
there ſhall happen a great Cataſtrophe and univerſal 
Change throughout all the chief Nations of rhe Earth, 
eſpecially rhofe which are fituated Northward from the 
EquinoQial., Many wiſe men have judged, great and 
faraous Changes and Revolutions ro happen near theſe 
times and years, and we are alſo induced rationally ro 
conjeure no leſs. We have of late heard, and obſer- 
ved out of the Writings of the Fathers of the Society of 
Jeſus, how that moſt populous and vaſt rich Empire of 
China is now conquered, and-the whole Dominion 
thereof eſtabliſhed in the Weſtern Tartar Emperour, 
and we may remember that in the laſt year, how ſudden 
and unexpeRted an Enemy afflifted the Muſcovite Em 
perour, and in what capacity that infamous Rebel was 
( had he made uſe of opportunity ) to have ſubverted 
that whole Empire, which calls ro mind what the moſt 
learned Tycho obſerved upon that new Star, viz. ſo thar 
the place on the Earth anſwerable thereunto muſt needs 
be Ruſſia or Muſcovia, and a little afrer he conceived 
Muſcovia, Scythia, and Tartaria to be pointed ar, as if 
the firft occafions of ſo great diſturbances aud murati- 
ons ſhould from thence or there ariſe, and afrerwards be 
diſperſed into other parts of the World. We alſo are 
not unmindful of what Cardanus long fince wrote, vig. 
that abour the year 1680, Incipiet mutatio legum, cui 
A4 nungaam 
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nunquam fuit ſimilis, (fy conſurger una nova Lex, &F cum his 
alia multa There will begs: an alreration-of Laws, the 
like whereot$&ver was, and there wil] ariſe a new Law, 
and with rh&W$, many other changes and this he ſaith, 
he extracdteawzur of the ſecrer Books of Ercrnity.. 

Theſe ſtrange and prep»ſterous murations, may and 
oughr to-premoniſh all rhe Europetans to beware ar |. aft 
of ſuch Calamiries threatned , almoſt impending over 
many of their heads, and which may wirhout repen:ance 
and appe.fing Divine Judgment, arre.* them in a tow 
ſucceeding years, if not preſently, Together with what 
hath heen already aid, it is confiderable, that 116 fad 
efted&s of the lareComers are (till in force,and no extin- 
guiſhed, the laſt whereof with his ficry long tail porcend- 
ed moſt cruel ſlavghrers, invaſions, and devaſtartions of 
mankind, at what time its influence ſhould rake eff-&; 
theſe ſeveral Oppoſitions may in ſome meaſure prepare 
matrer in 1572, 1673. orfiſt make a beginning, which 
afrerwards will prove formidatle or more manifef} in 
1674. and 1675. or near thoſe times : for then, Tiifte 
aliquid aut formidabile expettandum, cum a/iquorum cede, 
0 mterita, dejettione ſummorum nobilium, fy exaltatione 
igmbilium :) Some or many ſorrowful ations, ſad and 
formidable will attend the revolution or deterinination 
of that laſt Comer, with the tlaughrer and death of ma- 
ny ordinary people, as alſo the caſting down or cjeHi- 
on or laying aſide of many Noble perſons and exalting 
thoſe of meaner condition, Dire&ly or pbliquelv thoſe 
Comets menaced almott all the habitable parrs of che 
World, beginning in Libra, and ending in Arres, they 
paſſed through all the Northern figns; Ergo many of 
their effe&s will be apparent in the Northern Kingdoms, 
Motu preterea contra ordinem ſignorum matationem Legum 
& Staturorum : Their motion being contrary to the ſuc- 
ceſſion of the ſigns, ſeems to threaten the alteration or 
change of Laws, Cuſtoms, and Statutes ; Item h:ftem 
peregrinum 7F externam ſignificat ; it denotes a (tranger 
, or 
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or foreign Enemy ſhall invade the neighbour Territo- 
ries. Theſe laſt obſervations might be made good or 
verified, by ſome examples lately given to Exrope for a 
furure admonition, unto ſryeral Nations adjacent, where 
theic Ike Hoſtilirties were ated : and how foon rhe like 
ma» he acted agzin, if opportunity be had, all Europe will 
ſhorrly be (enſtble, 

Thele Oblervarions ( labenti calams ) now to the firſt 
Oppoſition of Saturn and Fupiter in Ofober 1671. which 
happening 'o near the Winter quarter, cannot be rhe 
ſ2-ifticaror of any Aion memorable in or near theſe 
parts we live in— except perhaps South-Eaſt— for in 
the Lunarian preceding this Oppoſition, Saturn is in the 
12. Houſe, and Japiter in the ſixth, from hence ſome 
ſecret Plots, or Cor.rrivances, or Stratagems ſeem pre- 
paring or hatching, which probably will be diſcovered 
opportunely and prevented ; there follows the Impri- 
ſonmenr of many refra&ory perſons, diſobedient to the 
Magiftracy of thoſe places they live in, but their indu- 
rance is not ſignified ro be of long continuance ; for thar 
the perſon or perſons ſo reſtrained of liberty, find many 
friends to afſiſt them for their ialargemenr, and alſo a 
good narur*'d King, Prince, or Magilirate, eafily pardon- 
ing ſmall faults : this we judge, becauſe Sol is in Trime 
to Saturn, an1 Sexril of Zaprter. Verily, it may juſtly 
be apprehended, that ſome under hand praQtices arc in 
agirationz but there appears not the leaſt hopes of ef. 
feRing any thing now in intention, either againſt Prince 
or Magiſtrate ; the quality of the perſons intended from 
hence, are fuch, who diſſent in judgment from the eſta- 
bliſhed fundamental Laws of Kingdoms and Nations. 
We may rather fear, and not improbably, that the infir- 
mirtes hence ariſing, will be of ſeveral kinds and quali- 
ties, nor eafily diſcernable by the prudent Phyſician, 
they ſeem ro be Quartan Agues, griping of the Guts, Hy- 
pochondriacal Melancholy, Dylenteries, the Worms in 
Children, pains in the Bowels and Limbs , Back bone, 
Sciati- 
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Sciatic4's, gravel in the Kidneys, Scorburical Diſtempers, 
of late much raging in Eng/and amongft the generaliey 
of Eng/and, Pleurifies, Aſthmatical Conſumprions, a pro- 
bability of many ſecrer Diſtempers, both in Males and 
Fernales,nort fit to be mentioned. A willingneſs in ſome 
Srates and Provinces, or Republicks ro change their for- 
mer Government, or refine ir much, or new model it ; 
bur that defign ſeems conrradifted by more prudential 
men, than the firſt ProjeRors. 

The weakneſs of Mars in the figure, and at the time of 
the Oppoſition of the two Superiors, having no Aſpe& 
good or bad to either of them, ſeems ro promiſe quier- 
neſs to the Souldier "from any ARion for the preſent, 
However the Commonalty of moſt Nations repine and 
murmur, complaining of poverty in their Eftates, and 
fickneſles in their bodies ; bur for the preſent, matters 
and thingsſeem either to be rerarded or laid afide, until 
better opportunity offer ir ſelf. Diſconrtented the vul- 
gar man is for rhe preſent, but waits with patience for 
detrer days. But that we may more methodically pro- 
ceed, the Reader muſt underftand, that the firft Conjun- 
Rion of Satura and Fupiter at their return into the fiery 
Trigon in 1603, is the Radix or firſt foundation from 
whence theſe preſent Oppoſitions which will ſucceed for 
ſome years yet tocome are derived, and therefore we 
have thought it convenient to ſet down all thoſe Oppo- 
fitions they have made from the year 1603. unto the 
end of theſe five Oppoſitions in 1692. and 1673, It is 
ſomething confiderable, and may cauſe admirarion, that 
after this laſt Conjun&ion of 1663, there will be five 
Pppoſirions, three whereof will be in cadenr figns of the 
Z14iack , but the two laſt m figns EquinoRial : hinc la- 
sþryme unto many Nations, when their effe&s appear.

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Thoſe who are converſant in Chronology and Hiſto- 
ry . may compare the Events which ſucceeded the firſt 
Oppoſitions after the 1503 : and from thoſe, they may 
as in a 'PeripeRive-glaſs perceive, from what people, 
upon what grounds and foundations the late Taſting 
Troubles of England had their firſt Original and begin» 
ningz and alſo, if they pleaſe, they may find what was 
the occafion of the Diſturbance, and in parc the true 
cauſe of the French Proteſtants ruine— and of many 
other divided religious Judgments in whole Exrope : 
from which, good Lord, deliver his Majeſty and his 
Kingdoms for ever hereafter, We ſhall now mention 
rhe- Suns Ingreſs into Capricorn1671, Decemb. 13. In 
the Figure whereof, we find Saturn Angular in the M. C. 
and Luna in the 4, Houſe ; this only intimares ſtorms, 
and rempeſtuous Weather borh at Land and Sea, many 
ſhipwracks, or the loſs of many Ships at Sea,nort ſo much 
by Piracies, as unfufterable and contrary winds, and this 
upon the Sourhern and Weſtern Coafts : Continugs inun- 
dationes, ( particularia dilgvia;, We may fear about 
theſe times continual Inundations, and particular De- 
luges of the Sea, devouring and confuming much ground, 
and in ſome Countries whole Towns and Villages, Ge- 
nerally here is ſignified in this Winter-quarrer, many 
Catarths occaſioning Conſumprions, eſpecially in Old 
men and Women, Quartan Agues, &c, a cold ſeaſon, va» 
riouſly inclining ſometimes ro Froſt and Snow, ſome- 
times to cold Rains and uncomfortable Airs, harming 
thereby both man and beaſt, 

The proximiry of Saturn and Fupiter continuing unto 
_ each other in their oppoſite beams and rays all Novem- 
ber, December, Fanuary, and February ſucceeding, will 
give occafion to make experiment of the wiſeſt Councils 
of Europe thrs whole Winter, how, and in what manner 
ro ſteer and dire the affairs of the year 1692. having 
been a lictle affrighred at the great Muſters and Prepa- 
ration of men, of one lofry-ſpiriced Prince, in the R_ 
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aing year, not well or truly reſolved, whither, or to what 
Country his reſolutions incline : Be it as it may and muſt 
be, the Rerrogradation of Saturn in the 10. occaſions 
all bordering Nations to be wary and provide for their 
own defence, in the ſecond Oppoſition, Fupiter is retro» 
grade, from hence will ariſe many difficulties, and Coun- 
cils noteafily dererminable, -by reaſon one part of the 
Councils ſeems ſubtile and unconftant, deceitful, reſol- 
ving nothing, bur rerarding the more ſolid and refined 
Judgments of a more {ober Party, who ſpeak more truth 
then the former, though nor ſo much eſteemed. Al- 
though moſt of what hath preceded , may ſeriouſly be 
expcaed, fromthe late Oppoſiticn of Saturn and Fupi- 
ter; yer inregard that both ar the time of rhe firſt Op- 
poſition, and at the Ingreſs of the Sun into Capricorn, 
many malevolent Aſpe&s of the Planets one unto ano- 
ther do happen, it may be hoped, the more malignant 
accidents ſignified by the Superiours will be qualified. 
The Diſeaſes ariſing or made manifeſt in this quarter 
more then formerly mentioned, are of the nature of Fu- 
piter, Luna, and Saturn, are the Colick, Hip-gout, Sur- 
feirs, Rheums, Palſies, long-laſting Agues, Quartans and 
Tertians — | 

Here are ſignified the death of many learned and wor- 
thy Prelates, as Biſhops, Abbots, Cardinals, &c. where- 
of ſomedye of meer age, others of pure melancholy, 
or by reaſon of ſome affront or diſgrace offered them ; 
this generally all over Europe, more particularly in theſe 
Countries ſubje& to the watry and earthly Trigan ; bur 
if the preſent Pope of eighty two years, ſhall eſcape 
theſe Oppoſition, it is no leſs then a miracle. 

This firſ Oppoſition is in perfe& Quadrature to the 
fign and degree of the laſt minor ConjunRion in 1663. 
the one by a Quadrate dexter, the other ſiniſter : from 
whence may be deduced, that what occult defign ſoever 
of any Prince or Potentate or King of Europe hath in 
agiration, either for Invaſion of his neighbour Terriro- 
ries, 
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ries, or Principaliries, or atrach of ſome City, or Town 
in or near his own Principaliries, is and are wholly fru- - 
firated, and his intentions ſignified ro come unto no Ad- 
vance, bur rather ro lye dormant until a more plauſible 
opportunity ſhall ſeem ro pur forward his ſo long in- 
rended de gn, which we hope will never be; for the 
next Oppoſition of the Superiors doth. nor promiſe per- 
fe&ion or performance of his ambitious projefted de- 
figns : for whether it may be for want of Treaſure, of 
rimeronſneſs thar his Councils are manifeſted or diſco- 
yered, here doth not appear any ſuccesful Aﬀion to 
atrend him z having a watchful and wary Enemy to en- 
counter withal borh by Sea and Land : fo that for the 
preſent, here appears no grand Rupture, only Jcaloufics 
Prod Con : or both Parties ating like Ambo dexters —- 
Great Britains Monarch ſeems not much concerned in 
theſe affairs, except in arbitrating or mediating ſome 
differences in his own Kingdoms, or adjuſting theſe fo- 
reign differences, wherein we wiſh the good hand of 
God may dire@& him, and give him the wiſdom of Solo- 
mon to do impartial Juſtice, 

True it is, an aQtive Prince may- be well provided of 
Men and Arms, watching opportunities, but as a&ive op- 
poſites he finds, or meets withal, as well provided as 
himſelf, and in ſome things above him. Theſe Progno- 
ſticks are not relative to our Nation of England, yet 
( Cavendwn ab inim ico incerto_) Nui preefft 6apere, captat. 

The ſecond O ppoſition of Saturn and Fapiter is the 
I5,of January 167; Saturn in 19. Piſces, Fupiter in 17« 
FirgoRe. Wy in17, Virgo with Fapiter. The Lunation 
lycceeding this Oppoſition hath no Planet Angular bur 
Mercwy, which fignificth very littlez therefore rhe ef- 
fedts of this Oppofition are retarded for ſome time, un- 
ril ſome cther AſpeRs ſhall put forward their Tafluence, 
ar preſcat this Oppofition only manifeſts diverfities of 

udgments in matters concerning Ecclefiaſtical Aﬀairs, 
and the fiubborneſs of ſeveral SeRaries, their diſobe- 
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diſobedience to Magiſtrates, falſe and ſcandalous aſper- 
fions upon both the Magiſtracy and Epiſcopal Clergy or 
Party, Wars are not fignified from hence, or near theſe 
times. It were very ſtrange, if from both theſe Oppoſt- 
tions, ſome Cardinal or Cardinals, Biſhop or Biſhops 
ſhould eſcape death or a ſuppoſed poyſoning, or the 
ſuſpicion thereof : For ir is a ſtrong Argument, _— 
piter with Ly may give ſuch a Doſe , as may occaſion 
whar we have related. Theſe Oppoſitions do alſo fore- 
ſhew the death of ſome Judge, Judges, or great Law= 
yers, both of the Common and Civil Law; as alfo of the 
tupreameſt Grand ones of Nations, and many. of the 
prime Gentry of feveral Provinces, Countries, and Kings 
doms. As to the general Aﬀairs and great Covncils 
and Concernments of the 'Vorld, for as much as both 
Oppoſitions are celebrated in double-bodicd figns, they 
xntimate nothing bur Jugling, ſraud, and deceit inall or 
moſt Tranſa&ions borh publick ard-private, former ge- 
neral Leagues betwixt one State and another, Cove- 
nants, Priviſedges now diſcuſſed, queſtioned, _inſpc&cd 
into with Argos eyes, frauds found in many ſeveral Claus» 
ſes wreſted unto a quite contrary ſenſe — 


Now, fith Zupiter in both theſe Oppoſitions is-in Virgs 
a barren ſign, he doth denote barrennels in the Earth, 
{carciry of Whear, very weak Crops not pleaſing to the 
Country-Farmer. , Many novel opinions ( we have too 
many in England already ) Dogmarical , Heretical, the 
produQtions of conceited Brains' do and will. manifeſt 
themſelves, from the Influence of theſe ſo I 
1T1ONS,

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Near unto theſe rimes ſome kind of Aſtoniſhment ſur 
priſeth an aQive Potenrate of Europe, ſeeing plainly, 
that neither his ARions of War or Peace ſucceed ac-or- 
ding to his projected expettarions, being either circurn- 
vented, as he believes, or fruſtrated by providence and 
foreſight of neighbour Princes : He may know, there is 
a ſupreme God in Heaven, that moſt juſtly and equally 
over-rules,and many rimes overthrows all,all Proje&s or 
Defigns ated or intended to he ated in this World, yea, 
all politick Councils, when nor gronnded upon equity 3 
and this he ought to remember, He being not the man or- 
dained to give Laws to his neighbour Nations. 

Here appears from theſe oppofirions, great difficulties 
or damages to happen unto the induſtrious Merchants

0 eo fortzas, fi Mercurius impeditus fuerit ab infortunits, 
vel habuerit aliquam commixtionem cum illis : wiz. The 
Merchants ſhal have ſmal recurns from thoſe places, their 
ſtock leſſened, they will be affrighred many times with 
falſe Lerters or Reporrs; if any good news ſhould come 
unto them, ſome enemics wiil endeavour to ſuppreſs 
them,no quick or (afe rerurns come from thoſeFaQoriesz 
and this more certain, if Hercary as now he is, hath any 


affinity 
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affiniry or be made unfortunate by Saturn or Mars : by 
Saturn he will be aflited; by Poſition he is cadent, de- 
noting hereby the male uſage and careleſs imployment 
of many prodigal and unexperienced Faors concerning 
thoſe Eſtates intruſted to their direRion and manage- 
ment : Or is the Poſition of the San in Aries very fortu- 
nate unto many Noble perſons, having no Aſpe& unto 
any Planer at the Ingrefs ; but rather unfortunare unto 
many perſons of high and nable Blood, or rhoſe of mean- 
er condition, who have married not to their 'own content 
and love; fer by reaſon of the two oppoſitions hap- 
pening in the Aſcendant and ſeventh Houſe, it may be 
doubted many ſo unequally yoked, would be divorced ;

avertat Nexus. Fur we proceed, finding Mars in Exalta- 
tion, who is Lord of Artes, the Aaſcendant of England, we 
do probably and hope we may truly affirm, England will 
not be moleſted with any Wars this year 3 Bonus in ſigeo 
Climatis, bonum illi Climati ſignificat : Mars is not in the 
ſign of Aries, yet is he no ways impedited, but fortunate 
as to Wars ; but other caſualtics may happen in En- 
gland. Statnm plebis, judica per aſcendens revolutionts an- 
nt mundi (4 Dominum ejus, The eſtate or condition of 
the Commonalty or vulgar man by the Aſcendant of the 
revolution of the year of the world, and the Lord there- 
of. Leupoldus here mentions not the Mon, who always 
hath a general ſignification of the Commonalty : in this 
Figure we muſt add the fignification of Jupiter, being 
near the Aſcendant, and alſo 4F being nearer. 

Dominas Aſcendentis in ſexta morbos 3 The Lord of the 
Alcendant in the fixth Houſe. (as in our Figure) denores 
diſeaſes ; of his other ſignifications we have treated be- 
fore. Thoſediſtempers mankind is like to be afflicted 
with. from this Pofition, are Dropſies, Rheums, black 
Jaundies, Tremblings, Hand and Foot-Gours eſpecially 3 
violent Colds, Quartan Agues, Palfies, all ſickneſles pro- 
ceeding from the Spleen, Vertigoes, Convulſions, all 
diſeaſes in the Brain or Fancy, Prificks, Hoarinels, abun=- 
dance of Spirtle, all or many diſeaſes in the Head and 
Noſtrils, or in the Tongue, with many other roo long to 
relate, viz. griping in the Guts, Diarrhceas, and Dyſen- 
reries 3 or can we indeed conje&ure any leſs then what 
we write, For if the Aſcendans fignific che common 
man, 
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man, as by experience we aſſuredly know, his condition 
ſeems very moderate, and he not capable of gaining any 
great Riches or Eſtare in this year by his husbandry or 
tillage of ground. ' For as Luna is in the 4" Houſe apply- 
ing to Quartil of Fupiter, and he retrograde, nec princi- 
pium aut finis annt laudabitur : He may neither expe a 
ſeaſonable Spring, or good Summer ; ſo that neither the 
beginning or ending of the year will greatly pleaſe him, 
For as there are two Oppoſitions before the Spring, ſo 
will there be another near the Suns entrance into Libra 
but we will ficſt write briefly of the Suns entrance into 
Cancer , and thaſe Aſpetts ſubſequenr thereunto, and 
then proceed to the laſt Oppoſition of Saturn and Fupi- 
ter of this year 1672. 

The following Figure ir ſelf imports not many dan» 
gers, bur the concomitant ſevere Configurations of the 
Planets imminent near the Suns entrance mto Cancer, as 
they are many, ſo they threaten mankind with the great- 
er calamitics , and thoſe near approaching, if ſome of 
them be nor already in a&ion, or very near unto it. 
Now are ftupendious Councils, and mutable ations of 
great concernment in hand, or near theſe times. The late 
morion of Saturn into Aries may give England diſturſt 
of an Enemy; many cloſe obſcure defigns ſeem ating 
againſt the peace and quietneſs thereof; bur we hope 
the Monarch of great Britain by his fore-fight and pru- 
dence will prevent them. Ir is generally known to all, 
though meanly verſed in Aſtrology , that England from 
the days or time that Ptolomy lived , hath always been 
aſſigned to the ſign Aries; and if all the Examples of 
former times were periſhed, we that are now living have 
had experience, viz. that Satufn in and by his laſt tran- 
fic through that ſign, by his malevolent influence, did 
affli& England with many miſeries, gc. We do now 
therefore give caution, what we may fear, or be expe» 
ed by this his return inro the Horoſcopical ſign of Eng- 


land; for according unto Cardanny, when ſuch a tranfic
